TIIK STATE CONST ABTJLAKY. 


A interview with Stato Constable Nortlmp 


reveals the fact that the much-talked of de- 
lay in the organization of the force for action 
under the new law, is assigned to reasonable 
aud sufllcicnt causes., It has been doomed 
necessary to proceed with the greatest pre- 
caution in tho procuring of bonds, ' and in 
the choice of deputies. Tho bonds of tho 
chief constable, which as our readers re- 
member,, were placed at i?-'"',IJf>(>, have been 
taken, and the papers merely await the for- 
mal signature which shall make them bind- 
ing under (lie law. No deputies bnvo as yet 
been selected, not because there are no ap- 
plicants but becouso there are so many that 
tho winnowing and sifting process is neces- 
sarily a tedious one. The state constable is 
determined to have in the force none but 
perfectly clean men, with whom tho liquor 
iutorestjias no fifUlintion, and whose record 
evinces a real interest in the measure with 
whose execution they are to be entrusted. 


Moreover it is desirable to have men of 


good judgment, for the chief constable in- 
tends that remonstrance shall first bo made 
with partics unwilling to come at once un- 
der tbe law of the state, and only in case of 
such moderate action proving ineffective, to 
re.sort to those extreme powers with which 
the law has clothed (ho constabulnlary. The 
temporary absence of tbe governor has ren- 
dered it impossible to proceed in the matter 
for n few days, but his return is expected 
Ibis evening, and the list of applicants will 
then be examined again for some final ac- 
tion. 


Another cause- of delay has been found in 


the preparation of the polico manual with 
which the chief constable desires thnt his 
deputies shall be provided, to contain the 
more important laws in full, and abstracts 
of the lesser enactments, as well nsncom- 
pcnd of decisions of tho courts affecting tbe 
temperance question. The deputies will 
thus bo provided at the start with a mass of 
information relative to their duties, the pos- 
session of which is indispensable:, but whose 
preparation is necessarily a work of time 
and one rocpiiring the exercise of a careful 
discretion. 


The constable is evidently determined that 


the law shall receive duo execution, but is at 
Hie same time disposed to hnvo his forces in 
good training and well in hand,, before 
entering upon the prosecution of a work so 
important find so formidable.--[Providence 
Star.
